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THE TALK OF THE TRADE 


Azaleas for Easter! It seems now 
assured that this will become a fact. 
California grown azaleas were in very 
small supply a year ago, but it was 
shown that they could be grown in 
California, properly ripened, shipped 
across the continent and handled by 
the growers successfully. This year 
larger quantities are to be seen, and 
they are very good. Our growers are 
finishing them in fine shape, and I am 
bold enough to predict that the time 
is very near at hand when we will 
have azaleas in every way equal in 
finish to the old time stock. Unfor- 
tunately it will take several years be- 
fore the supply will be anywhere near

equal to the demand, but they are 
coming and coming strong, and it’s a 
mighty welcome bit of news to the 
average grower. It only goes to show 
that it doesn’t pay to get discouraged 
too soon. A few years ago a few 
growers had very sorry experiences 
with California grown azaleas. But 
the troubles have been overcome and 
the future is bright. 

The so-called Spiraea, Astilbe, for 
Easter and Memorial Day is also 
coming back to us. For several years 
We have seen good stock. They can 
be finished well, a decent percentage 
of flowers can be had, and there will 
be no trouble in getting an ample 


quantity of this plant for Easter and 
Memorial Day as in the past. 
Bermuda Harrisi has made quite an 
impression for the past few seasons, 
particularly the strain called Fairy 
Isle, It seems to be free from dis- 
ease, of good growth, the flowering 
season is not spread over a long 
period and the count of buds decided- 
ly good. For an early Easter, or for 
early season flowering ahead of 
Easter, I believe the Bermuda Harrisi 
is a very valuable lily, but it is my 
opinion, even though I must differ 
with some of the lily experts, that the 
Bermuda Harrisi as a flower does not 
equal the texture of either Formosum 
or Giganteum. During the cooler 
weather the Harrisi has substance 
enough to stand up as it should, but 


Top of the Big Ice Chest 
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during the spring when the sun gets 
high and hot, it is a trifle too thin 
and soft. That at least has been my 
observation. 

The Tenth International Flower 
Show in New York, under the auspi- 
ces of the Horticultural Society of 
New York and the New York Florists’ 
Club, will run from March 12 to 
March 17. This show has become one 
of the regular features of the year in 
horticultural circles. It attracts vis- 
itors of note in the trade from all 
parts of the country. It is not only a 
local show, drawing on the New York 
and New Jersey growers, but is sup- 
ported by the larger firms from all 
parts of the country and is an at- 
traction for visitors from near and far. 
Of course the big part of the show is 
the attraction of the public, and it 
is wonderful to note the attendance 
marks that have been reached by this 
show year after year. 

I never have been able to under- 
stand why other cities pass by such 
a golden opportunity when they can 
look at New York and see the results 
accomplished there. I have just 
heard that Chicago is to start along 
the same idea, with an annual show, 
and I am living in hopes that I may 
see every big city in the country do- 
ing’ the same thing. What New York 
can do every other city can do. It 
has been made a money making prop- 
position over there, but even if it were 
only self-supporting, no one can esti- 
mate the worth it has been to the 
florist business. I know of people who 
come to New York once or twice a 
year from the Far West, who have 
become so taken with the New York 


Show that they will purposely set the 
date for their visit East to coincide 
with that of the International Flow- 
er Show. 

The next rose to stand being 
knocked down and picking itself up 
again and coming to the front is 
American Legion. Without any doubt 
there are scores of rose growers who 
will laugh at this statement and think 
I don’t know what I am talking about, 
but I will say again that American 
Legion properly grown is a money 
making rose, and in order for it to 
be a money making rose it certainly 
must have friends to buy it. The 
store man is not going to buy it from 
the grower because it has a pretty 
name or for any other imaginary rea- 
son than that the customers will buy 
it from him and come back again and 
want more of it. 

I must confess that I was one who 
said “Nothing doing” when that rose 
was mentioned. I didn’t like it as 
shown several times. But in spite of 
the fact that I became prejudiced, I 
will take my hat off to it and apolo 
gize. It is rapid of growth, produces 
long stems with very few crooked 
ones, has a beautiful wine color and 
grand fragrance. It is only fair to 
say that the shape is not what it 
should be. I think that the shape of 
the bud has done more than anything 
else to condemn it. I also believe that 
during the very darkest cold weather 
it has a tendency to be dull and gen- 
erally off color. Possibly some of the 
growers in those sections where there 
is but little sunshine during the bad 
winter months would not meet with 
the best of success.

BOSTON MARKET COMPLETED 


Removal of Staging Reveals a Very 
Attractive Entrance 


It was only by the most vigorous 
efforts that the new flower market in 
Boston was made ready for the show 
opening this afternoon (Saturday, 
March 10). The front of the building 
was covered with staging until Fri- 
day, but when the staging was re- 
moved it disclosed an entrance of 
much architectural beauty. In fact, 
the appearance of the entire build. 
ing has been changed by this en- 
trance, which is in the middle of the 
building instead of at the side as for- 
merly. 


The next move was to take down 
the temporary partitions which had 
separated the main room from the 
front portion of the building, which 
had to be remodeled so as to elimi- 
nate the many small rooms that were 
there. Now practically the entire 
floor space is unbroken, giving an im- 
mense area, and fully justifying the 
claims of the Flower Exchange that 
the new salesroom is the largest in 
America. 

The entrance leads directly into 
this room by means of a short flight 
of stairs. The stairway, made of ce- 
ment, is very broad, and has been 
given good architectural finish. 


A coat of light cream paint has been 
given all the walls, and the great room 
is flooded with light from the big 
dome at the top. It has not been nec- 
essary even on the darkest days to 
use artificial lights. 

The offices are particularly conve- 
nient, there being a very exceptional 
room for the directors and a pleasant 
office for Mr, Wm. J. Thurston, the 
manager of the market. Mr. Thurston 
is very much pleased with the new 
arrangement. He has held his present 
position for twelve years. during 
which time the organization has made 
remarkable strides. For ten years 
Mr. Thurston has not been absent 
frem his post for a single day, making 
a record not easily matched.

slightly pendent, but wired they stand 


up well. 


Equally good is another 


French creation “Mme. Henri Cayeux” 
which also is rose-pink with white 
center. Its flowers are more dainty, 
the petals being narrowed and more 
tightly twisted. 


In lavender-pink “Bianca” a “Horns- 


veld” production is the very best, 
having large flowers, very stiff stems, 
and flowering abundantly. This is a 
Hybrid Cactus Dahlia, with more 
broad petals than the French and Eng- 
lish type. Another Hybrid Cactus that 
is very good, with long stiff stems, is 
“Mrs. Chas. H. Breck,” an American 
production, with its blending of yellow 
and rose-pink to deep rose. The 
largest of the Hybrid Cactus Dahlias 


is 


“Attraction” a lilac-rose, and one 


that. I can highly recommend. It has 


very strong stiff stems, and is very 
much desired. This is one of Horns- 
veld’s best for cut-flower purposes. 

The old time variety “Kriemhilda” 
is grown by a number of florists for 
a cut-flower Dahlia, but is so late and 
shy flowering it is undesirable at this 
time, when so many surpass it. It 
is pink with a white center. Countess 
of Malmesbury, H. G. Alford, Milton 
Howard, and Emblem are all better 
and only a trifle higher in price. On 
the salmon-red shades “Springfield” 
and “Countess of Lonsdale” are the 
best. Both are abundant bloomers, 
and always desirable. Lonsdale is too 
well known to require words of rec- 
ommendation, but many claim “Spring- 
field” is better. 

In white Cactus Dahlias, “Perle de 
Lyon,” one of the well known French 
Dahlias is probably the best, being of 
Hybrid Cactus type. “Ambassador” 
an old time English creation is an- 
other very good one. “Kalif’” one of 
Kurt Englehardt’s Dahlias is the best 
red, with Standard Bearer, Mrs. Hen- 
ry Wirth and Rene Cayeux as the 
next best, all about equally good. 





SHOW DAHLIAS TO CUT 

There are a few Show or Ball- 
shaped Dahlias that are very desirable 
for cut-flower purposes. Unquestion- 
ably the best of them is “Maude 
Adams” an Alexander creation. This 
is a very abundant bloomer with long 
stems. In color, white daintily over- 
laid shell-pink. The next best is the 
well known “A. D. Livoni” a clear 
shell pink. “Dorothy Peacock” is 
very good for cut-flowers, but does not 
always have perfect centers. It’s 4 
Peacock creation, and a very good 
bloomer. It surpasses all of its color 
except “Maude Adams.” 

There are three good pure white 
Show Dahlias, about equal in quality, 
and all low in price. I will mention 
them in the order which I value them: 
Storm King, White Swan and Robert 
Broomfield. Another good cheap Show 
Dahlia is “Vivian,” originated by Al- 
exander. It is white heavily tipped 
and edged violet. This is a very free 
bloomer, and flowers continuously. 
On the purple-crimson shades “Stra- 
della” is the best and most abundant 
flowering.

TELEPHONE BUSINESS 


Many florists obtain a large amount 
of their business over the telephone. 
This is the best kind of business, too. 
Telephone sales are made quickly; 
orders can be taken for flowers which 
are not in stock but which the cus- 
tomer might like to see if he visited 
the store, and there is little quibbling 
over prices. Yet some florists often 
wonder, apparently, how it is that 
their rivals succeed in building up a 
larger telephone business than they 
themselves are able to obtain. The 
reason may be found, possibly, in the 
way the telephone business is handled. 
Very much depends upon the clerk 
who solicits the orders, for of course 
the up-to-date florist does not wait for 
business to come in, but goes after it, 
using the best list of names which 
he has access to. 

An expert who has given much time 
to a study of telephone advertising 
says that the best time to make calls 
is between 4 and 8:30 P. M. This, she 
says, is a part of the day when spirits 
in the home are likely to be at a high 
point. The day’s work is over, and 
members of the family are relaxed. 
All are in good humor, and therefore 
approachable. 

This expert says that a very com- 


mon fault is in asking the operator vo 
make more calls than she should. She 
figures on ten minutes to a call, which 
includes getting the party as well as 
giving the message. The latter is 
purposely kept very short. A call 
must never seem to be hasty, how- 
ever, for if the message is delivered 
parrot-like, without any appearance of 
intelligence or feeling back of it, re- 
sults are certain to be poor. 


The sure way to get results with 
telephone advertising is to use gilt 
edge lists, and to be prodigal with the 
personal effort which the operator 
puts into each call. It pays when pos- 
sible to learn the special likings of 
the store’s patrons, and to have a 
list of persons to be called whenever 
a certain class of flowers or accesso- 
ries of unusual quality come into the 
store. 


The matter of following up birth- 
days, special anniversaries and the 


like has, of course, been mentioned 
many times. 

All this involves a workable system 
and considerable time, but all helps 
to bring business of the best kind. 





EASTER LILIES IN CHICAGO 


It is reported that Easter lilies are 
going to be very short in the Chicago 
market this year. Chicago as a rule 
demands about 300,000 lilies, and it is 
estimated that only about 120,000 are 
being grown this season. The C. W. 
Beu Floral Co., of 4445 No. Crawford 
Ave., is going in particularly heavy 
for lilies, having 50,000 plants in tts 
houses. Mr. Beu believes in growing 
the lilies slowly. They were trans- 
ferred to ths houses the latter part 
of November, and have never been 
forced hard. Mr. Beu heats his houses 
with oil by a process which he him- 
self invented.

DAPHNE CNEORUM 


Although a little tender in the 
North, Daphne cneorum is one of the 
best low growing shrubs. There is a 
great difference in strains, however, 
some blooming much more freely than 
others. It is well worth while learn- 
ing something about the strain your 
nurseryman sells. The dark green 
foliage and terminal heads of this 
daphne, smothered with bright rose-col- 
ored flowers with a powerful fragrance, 
attract the attention of everyone 
when the plant is in bloom. Noth- 
ing is more beautiful in the rock gar- 
den: it is equally good when grown in 
a border. Yet it is very particular 
about soil. No plant I know dislikes 
chalk or lime more. When the plants 
get aged and worn lay the tops of the 
young shoots in sandy soil, leaving 
them for two or three years, when 
they will make fine young specimens. 
I always found when the plants had 
attained age they transplanted unsuc- 
cessfully, whereas young ones soon es- 
tablished themselves after re-planting. 








A NEW IDEA IN FLOWER SHOWS 





A winter flower show was recently 
held in Seattle, in the rooms of the 
Tourist Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce. The purpose of the show 
was to give the public an idea of the 
large number of flowers available 
even during the coldest months of the 
year. Among the plants displayed 
were Pernettya, a decorative plant 
bearing berries of different shades 
from white to deep crimson, four spe- 
cies of the winter-flowering heather, 
witchhazel blooms, specimens of 
winter-flowering iris, snowberries in 
fruit, and greenhouse roses.

A Warning Against Too Much Mois- 
ture On The Bed 





Rosendale, Wis. 
Dear Sir:— 

In your February (10th) number of 
Horticulture, page 6, I note an article 
signed “L. I. S.” in regard to the 
value of water for peony beds. 

There is something in what this 
person writes but I consider the ar- 
ticle most harmful and it will no doubt 
cause endless mischief with the be- 
ginner. . 

Peonies will stand more dry weath- 
er than most any other flower. Last 
season all over the country there was 
too much rain and the result was a 
rot on every root. I know, because I 
bought roots in every part of the 
country and they all showed rot. An 
expert may be able to water small 
peony roots, that may need a little 
moisture in dry times, but if any wa- 
tering of peony roots or plants is at- 
tempted by other than an expert, se- 
rious damage will result. 

Pardon me if I sound this note of 
warning for the sake of the beginner 
or the not well informed person. Keep 
water off the peony field. Cultivate 
and hoe every day, especially in dry 
seasons, and nature will do the rest.

GROWING BULBS TO SELL 





Young Planting Stock of Gladioli 
Needed—Planting Dates 

The prospective gladiolus grower 
should be sure that he is getting 
young planting stock. The old, large 
bulbs are almost worthless for propa- 
gating, although they may produce 
fine flowers for a few years before 
deteriorating. Bulbs two years from 
the bulblet are usually best for flow- 
ers. Yearlings are best for bulblets 
and will usually all bloom except the 


smallest sizes, but they will bloom 


later and the flowers will be smaller 
than from older bulbs. 


Gladioli will do well on any soil 
that will produce a good crop of corn 
or potatoes. A sandy loam is best, 
and heavy clay the poorest. I have 
had good success on heavy soil by 
covering the bulbs lightly with sand 
before leveling up the ground. Care 
should be taken that no fresh manure 
comes in contact with the bulbs. They 
may be planted any time in the spring 
when the soil is in good condition. 
Large bulbs may be planted as late 
as the first of July, and most of them 
will bloom before frost. Large bulbs 
should be planted six inches deep and 
the smaller ones in proportion to their 
size up to two inches deep for the 
smaller size and bulblets. 

We make our rows thirty inches 
apart and leave one inch of space be- 
tween the bulbs. Bulbs one inch or 
more in size should be placed right 
side up, and smaller sizes may be 
placed in any position. 

When planted where they cannot be 
cultivated with a horse, the rows 
should be fifteen inches apart and the 
bulbs three or four inches apart in 
the row; or when planted in a solid 
bed six or eight inches apart each 
way. 

Cultivation should be continued 
once a week until after the blooming 
season, and also as soon after each 


rain as the soil will permit. This de- 
stroys the weeds when the seeds are 
germinating and creates a dust mulch 
to conserve the moisture—G. D. 
BLACK.

A GREAT ROSE RANGE AS SEEN 
BY A STUDENT 


The rose range of Montgomery & 
Company, Inc., is located at Hadley, 
Mass., in the fertile Connecticut river 
valley. It took the Montgomerys a 
long time to decide on a site on which 
to build a large rose range, and they 
certainly did choose an ideal location, 
because the lay of the land is good, 
and because the soil is particularly 
suited for rose culture. 


The houses run northeast and 
southwest and are on fairly level 
ground open to the full force of the 
wind. Four of the main houses were 
built by the King Construction Com- 
pany, and one house is of the Moning- 
er type. The house on the extreme 
north is built especially strong to 
withstand the high winds which sweep 
down the valley.

At the southwest end of the range 
is the work room far enough away so 
that it does not cast any shade on the 
houses. Just west of the work room 
is the heating plant, in which there 
are three large steam boilers which 
use about 20 tons of coal on a cold 
winter day. 

A point of special interest is the 
large manure tank that is connected 
with the range. A concrete tank about 
25 feet by 40 feet is used for mixing 
the manure and the water; at one end 
there is a screen through which the 
liquid is drained; from this tank it 
flows into another tank from which 
it is pumped through the system. 
Chemical fertilizers are also mixed in 
the second tank. This liquid manure 
is applied to the beds about once a 
week. 


The next point of interest is the 
storage room where the cut roses are 
kept. It is certainly a wonderful 
sight to see this large room filled with 
high grade roses. There were several 
varieties there including the famous 
Hadley. The Montgomerys are just 
putting a new rose, the “Common- 
wealth,” on the market which bids 
fair to become a very popular variety. 

The propagating house is just north 
of the work room. Here the stock for 
grafting is started in small pots placed 
in benches three layers deep. In this 
house Mr. Montgomery carries on his 
work in rose breeding. There are 
many new varieties under observation 
at the present time. 

This is a large range, a large busi- 
ness, and it surely has made a name 
for itself in the rose world, due no 
doubt in a large degree to the close 
personal contact which the owners 
keep with all phases of the business.

SPANISH IRIS BULBS

Methods By Which Green Plants Are 
Grown in Forcing Houses 

A great amount of important ma- 
terial relating to dahlias, their classi- 
fication, and their cultivation, appears 
in the revised circular No. 43 of the 
New York Agricultural Experiment 
, Station at Geneva. In the paragraphs’ 
relating to propagation, the following’ 
instructions are given: 

“Green plants are grown in the 
forcing house. This method is the 
one most commonly employed in es- 
tablishing commercial dahlia planta- 
tions; for by it many more plants can 
be secured from a clump than by di- 
vision. The clump is removed from

FUEL FROM THE GARDEN 


A New England dahlia grower, last 
winter, when coal was scarce and high 
in price, burned 25,000 dahlia “toes” or 
“fingers.” 

The clumps were first gone over 
carefully, and those needed for re- 
planting and for sale put aside. Only 
the blind tubers and surplus stock 
raised on an acre of land was used. 
About two tons of coal was used with 
the tubers. The fire was first made 
bright with coal, then the dahlia tu- 
bers were thrown on and a little coal 
over them. 

The tubers made a hot, blue-flame 
fire, and a fresh supply thrown on at 
night kept a good fire that would be 
bright and hot in the morning. 

As soon as the dahlias were put on 
the fire, the draughts were opened un- 
til they got to burning well; then the 
furnace was shut up closely. 


The two tons of coal and the dahlia’ 


tubers gave heat equal to what had 
previously taken eight tons of coal. 
The dahlia hereafter may not only 
make our gardens delightful, furnish 
flowers for decorating, sugar from the 
tubers which diabetic invalids may 
safely use, and finally be used as a 
substitute for coal, the price of which 
seems to be steadily increasing.—Bul- 
letin of American Dahlia Society.

PACKING CARNATIONS 


One paragraph in the address of the 
retiring president of the Carnation 
Society, Mr. A. F. J. Baur, is well 
worth the careful consideration of 
growers. It refers to shipments and 
reads as follows: 

“A better method for packing car- 
nation blooms for shipment than the 
one most widely used, namely, tying 
the blooms into bunches of twenty-five 
and packing these bunches practical- 
ly solid into the shipping cases, should 
be worked out. Carnation blooms 
cannot be subjected to such treatment 
and expected to retain their original 
beauty of form. In their zeal to ex- 
pedite the handling of large quantities 
of stock, our wholesalers, growers and 
dealers alike fail to take into account 
the loss sustained through such rough 
handling. I feel confident that the 
reduction in value is greater than the 
saving in handling. I recommend that 
a committee be delegated to investi- 
gate and ascertain the loss sustained 
through improper packing and make 
recommendations for improvement at 
our next meeting.” 





NEW YORKERS ENVIOUS 


New York florists have been greatly 
interested in the new market devel- 
oped by the Boston Flower Exchange, 
Inc. In a recent circular sent out by 
the New York Florists’ Club, giving a 
report of the committee on the Prssi- 
dent’s address, the Boston Market was 
described in detail, after which the 
following comments were made. 


“If Boston growers can finance a 
$800,000 proposition, which gives the 
trade a commercial home, why cannot 
the New York Florists’ Club, or its 
members, handle at least a $1,000,000 
proposition and, as a detail, provide 
itself with a meeting room and exhibi- 
tion hall? 

“An atttempt, however, might be 
made by the New York Florists’ Club 
to feel members out as to how many 
bonds or stocks it might be able to 
sell, for we can easily see a $1,000,000 
project staring us in the face. But, 
when we consider the rents and main- 
tenances of the many wholesalers and 
supply dealers, we surely think a 
building to house the most of our 
members would be a remunerative 
proposition; but do not see where we 
could make any kind of a start with- 
out at least $300,000, underwritten and 
guaranteed. Who in this club will 
have the courage to undertake it?”

zero weather of less than one pound. 
In milder weather it is not unusual to 
have a vacuum at the boiler of from 
three to five inches. This type of sys- 
tem eliminates all air valves on the 
radiators, the air being removed in 
the boiler room through a master vent 
valve. An automatic trap is placed 
on the drip or return end of each ra- 
diator which allows only air and 
water to pass through and thus in- 
sures that every ounce of steam is 
used for heating purposes only. This 
type of system is noiseless, rapid and 
flexible and can be adapted to any 
type of low pressure heating system, 

Another interesting feature is the 
arrangement of the radiators. The 
floor space is too valuable for radia- 
tors and in addition it was found de- 
sirable to keep heat away from the 
flower tables. Accordingly all of the 
radiators except a necessary small 
amount were hung on the walls and 
roof at three different levels, the 
high group being 50 feet in the air 
just under the huge glass skylight.
